THE CRIMINAL RECORD 


Marder ia Columbia—Lynehing in Oregon—Killing ia 
Alabama, Florida and Fisewhere. 

PirtspurG, Pa., December 28.—A dispatch 
to the Commercial-Gazette from Uniontown 
Pennsyivania says: Shortly before 10 o’clock 
this morning, when people were on their way 
to church, the town was thrown into a state 
of intense excitement by a report that Captain 
A. C, Nutt, cashier of the Pennsylvania state 
treasury, had been shot and killedin his room 
in Janning’s hotel, by N. 
known member of the Fayette county bar, 
and memberelect of the s’ate legislature. 
The high social and political standing of both 
men gave such prominence to the affair that 
the hotel was soon surrounded by excited 
citizens. Captain Nutthad just returned from 
Harrisburg to spend the holidays with his 
family, and left home with his nephew, Mr. 
Breckenridge, stating that hehad some busi- 
ness at the hotel with Mr. Dukes. On the 
wav there he stated that he received some 
infamous letters fom Dukes and wanted to 
have an understanding with him. The two 
men went to the hotel and Nutt started up to 
Dukes’s room. Breckeniidge followed, but 
stopped on the stairs to speak to a friend. 
While they were speaking a scuffle was heard 
in the room, and both ran up to separate the 
combatants who were found on the floor 
clinched in a terrible struggle. Beckenridge 
and his friend succeeded in parting them, 
when Dukes drew a revolverandsaid: ‘You 
came in hereto whip and so I shoot,’ at the 
seme time firing. The ball took effect just 
below Nutt’s eye, penetrating the brain and 
killing him instantly. Dukes then quietly 
walked down stairs, where he was arrested. 
The affair has created intense excitement, 
but what was in the letters or the motive 
which led to the murder is still a mystery. 

DALLES, Oregon, December 283.—The fol- 
lowing particulars have been obtained of the 
lynching of the three cow boys in Prineville, 
Crook county, Oregon, on Monday. For sev- 
eral years past stock raisers of that section, 
and of Beaver creek, have complained of 
frequent raids of horse thigves. About two 
weeks ago about 30 head were taken 
from Prineville. The stealing 
has been done by an organized 
band whose members are scattered through- 
out eastern Oregon. They are so well or- 
ganized and so perfectly acquainted with the 
country, that their capture and conviction 
hus been almost an impossibility. Stock 
men organized and gathered evidence show- 
ing who the thieves were. The capture of 
some of the weakest of the band and the ju- 
dicious use of rope, has brought out a full 
confession as to who the members are. R. C. 
Swarizand John Sharp were the leaders of 
the*thieves here. Swartz in some way found 
that his business had leaked out and came 
into town and boasted of the strength of 
his party, and threatened to kill whoever at- 
tempted to interfere with him. Last Friday 
evening while sitting at a table in a saloon he 
was shot through the neck, hisassailant tiring 
through a window. The same nighta band 
of masked men broke into W. VU. Barnes’s 
house and captured Sid Houston and Charles 
Lusters, and took them about a mile away 
and hung them toatree. J. Weston was also 
shot thrice through the head. Who the 
lynchers areisa matter of conjecture, but 
their actions appear to meet with the hearty 
approval of the entire community. The rest 
ot the band have escaped, but the vigilants 
are on their track. 

THE LEBANON TRAGEDY, 

CHATTANOOGA, TENN., December 28.—Fol- 
lowing are the particulars of the tragedy at 
Lebanon, Alabama, yesterday. Two brotuers, 
Dave and Henry Bullard, had a gambling 
saloon in the town, and Thomas Jacoway de- 
siring to establish a school undertook to 
compel them to close by instituting proceed- 
ings against them. This led to a quarrel; the 
Bullards attacking Jacoway. The best citi- 
zens of the town came to his rescue and one 
of the Bullards was killed, and the other 
wounded. Last nighta brother of Jacoway 
went to bis house and he, mistaking him for 


} a friend of Bullards, shot and fatally wound.

CHICAGO THUGS. 

CHicaGo, December 28.—Street highway 
men are becoming so bold, and thkeir.attacks 
occur so frequently that there is considera- 
ble talk of suppressing them by means of pri- 
vate enterprise.

MURDER IN COLUMBIA.

CoLumMBIA, 8S. C., December 28.—Between 
two and three o’clock this morning, Jim 
Coleman, a colored man, murdered a young 
mulatto woman named Sarah Willis, by 
striking her on the head witha hatchet The 
crime was committed in a house in the 
campus of the South Carolina university. 
The murderer escaped, and has not yet been 
caupht. 

LOUISVILLE’S DISHONEST SERVANTS. 

LOUISVILLE, December 238.— David Furgu- 
son, late collector of back taxes, under in- 
dictment for malfeasance in oftice, confessed 
to the mayor and city attorney to-day that 
he had used tne funds of the city both while 
tax receiver and back tax collector. He 
claims that he divided with George Levi, 
late deputy collector, but exonerates Auditor 
Phil. Hinkley, who he says got no share of 
the money. 

An affray occurred near Lloyds, Florida, 
yesterday between William Lang and Rich- 
ard Kilpatrick. The latter shot and killed 
Lang atter being himself -severely stabbed. 
Kilpatrick will probably die. The quarrel 
grew out of an old feud.

THE INDIANS’ WAR. 


A Quarrel Dating From the Late Unpleasantness the 
Cause of the Trouble. 

Sr. Lovis, December 28.—The latest dis- 
patch from the Indian Territory says the 
Checota party in the fight Sunday last had 
seven men killed, and it is thought that 
Spiochee’s band lost as many more. Spiochee 
and bis party have gone into the Cherokee 
nation, but he is expected to return again and 
keep up the disturbance. Reinforcements are 
to be sent to Okmulgee to protect the capital. 
Captain Bates with a detachment of United- 
States troops is already there, and soldiers 
have been ordered to Eufaula, where there is 
a great deal of excitement, many of the 
women and children having been sent away 
for safety. The troubles grew out of the old 
political divisions of the tribe into what is 
known as the loyal and disloyal par- 
ties during the late civil war. 
Spiochee is now at the head of the loyal 
party, or what has been known as ‘‘Sand’s 
faction,’’ and Checota isthe principai chief 
of the nation and of course at the head of the 
party in power. He has some 800 armed men 
under him. Spiochee is said to be nearly as 
strongly supported. Both parties are armed 
with all sorts of weapons and seem to be in 
an ugly mood; but it is thought that 
the United States soldiers and Major 
Tufts, the United States agent, will suc- 
ceed in quieting them and restoring order.

AUSTRIA’S ARMY 


WELL PREPARED FOR WAR AT 
ANY TIME. 


How the New Law Affects the Situation- The Eng- 
lish Government and Ireland—A New Candi- 
date—Pariiament’s Assembling in Febru- 
ary—Oppressing the Russian Jews. 


Vienna, December 28.—The much talked 
of army reorgaoization bill has at last been 
Promulgated. <A glance at the enactments it 
contains proves it to bea simplified system 
for facilitating mobilization, by keeping the 
various units in the districts whence they are 
recruited. The Austrian army can,in virtue of 
these new military arrangements, be placed 
on a war footing almost before the news of its

IN EGYPT AND TURKEY. 

Carro, December 28 —The official journal 
publishes five decrees pronouncing sentences, 
varying from one year’ spolice 
twenty years banishment, on eighty-four po- 
litical prisoners, including Emir Bey, E.

BY A JUDICIOUS SYSTEM

Under 
the reservation previously made concerning 
the artillery the new measures for prompt 
mobilization may be pronounced excellent, 
both as regards theirefliciency and facility of 
execution. Their promulgation has given 
rise to fresh rumors of war. In Viennese mil- 
itary circles, the conviction has taken root 
that there will be war in the spring, if not be- 
fore. 


RUSSIA’S WARLIKE ATTITUDE. 

St. PetersspurG, Decenaber 28.—The chief of 
ordinance of Russia has ordered of Krupp, 
of Essen, ali the guns required by the artil- 
lery reserves. The German government has 
raised no objection to the execution of the 
order. M. de Sabauroff, Russian ambassador 
at Berlin, and Prince Orloff, Russian ambas- 
sador at Paris, bave been summoned to St.

FLOODS IN GERMANY. 

COLOGNE, December 28.—There seems to be 
a ceaseless downpour of rain. The Rhine 
has risex ninety centimetres during the 
night, flooding the lower town and part oi 
the quay. Frankfort-on-the-Maine is flooded. 
At Mannheim the river Neckar has risen con 
siderably, and the firemen and soldiers are 
ordered to be ready to assist the popufation. 

BERLIN, December 27.—The Ruine and its 
tributaries from Lake of Constance to Cologne 
continue to rise rapidly. Many bridges, and 
banks of dams, have been destréyed. The 
bridge near Lorrach in Baden gave way, and 
twenty persons were drowned. The river Inn 
has overflowed its banks at Passin, and the 
Danube has overflowed in upper Austria. 

OPPRESSING THE JEWS. 

St. PeETersBurRG, December 28.—Complaints 
in regard tothe treatment of the Jews are 
appearing in the newspapers. It is stated 
that railway companies have ordered the dis- 
The pre- 
fect of St. Petersburg has ordered that no in- 
dulzence shall be shown to Jews residing in 
the capital without official leave. The sen- 
ate has decided that no court can authorize 
the transfer of land to a Jew. :

Thirty-Six Men Killed by a Falling Chimney—The 
roy Pistel—Horrible Accident to an Old Man. 
Rock FoRD, ILL,, December 28.—David Ful- 
ler, an employe of the oatimeal mills, suf- 
fered a sickening accident Saturday morning. 
A loose frock which the man was wearing 
caught in a shaft, and instantly he was 
hauled up and whirled around on the bar. 
No one was near at the time, and he must 
have revolveda thousand times before he was 
discovered. Every time he turned his legs 
struck with terrific force against a four-inch 
scantling, and so heavy were the blows that the 
scantling was broken in a dozen pieces. The 
bones in both ankles were broken and mash- 
ed, and his ‘imbs were fairly pulverized. 
When taken down he was.stripped naked 
except a small’ ball of clothing whicb was 
rolled up on the small of his back. The tend- 
ons of his wrists were frightfully tornand the 
flesh hung in great clots. One of his toes was 
cut off and -other similar injuries ‘inflicted. 
He is still living, but there is no possibility of 
his recovery. Both legs will have to be am- 
putated. He is about sixty years of age and 
married, and has worked in the mill since it 
was first built. 
TWENTY-FOUR MEN KILLED

From the very beginning a bond of friend- 
ship was struck between President Grant and 
Colonel Mosby. There was nothing which 
the latter chose to ask of the administra- 
tion, but it was granted with alacrity; and 
Colonel Mosby, like Grant, very considerateiy 
took care of his friends. 

He filled the departments with them, and 
sent them abroad to fill soft places, and he 
even made a raid on the Baltimore custom 
house, stowing away there at least a dozen of 
his old cronies. 

When the fraudulent Hayes anticipated 
trouble in being seated or inaugurated into 
an office to which he knew he was not eleeted, 
Mosby wrote hima letter offering ‘“‘bis ser- 
vices and a thousand men tosee him through.”’ 
Mr. Hayes ‘made a noteof it.’’ He consulted 
his cabinet as to appointing the colonel to 
some office, but every member of it voted 
solid against Mosby. Secretary Evarts enter- 
tained a bitter aversion to him, and in turn 
the colonel hated the secretary of state. 

Mr. Evarts denounced Mosby as “a petti- 
fogging politician,’ and Mosby in turn char- 
acterized Evarts as ‘‘ad—d spavined, spare- 
boned old fossil!”’ 

When, however, Mr. Evarts slipped over to 
New York after his legal fees, upon a certain 
occasion, Mr. Hayes nominated Colonel 
Mosby to the senate to be consul at Hong- 
Hong, on his own responsibility, and had 
him confirmed as such before the secretary 
of statereturned. Mf. Evarts declared that 
‘had he been here Mosby would never have 
been appointed.’ 

IN FAR CATHAY. 

When Mosby got out toward “far Cathay’”’ 
and had plenty of spare time on his hands, 
he made things lively for the secretary of 
state and his friends in China waters. He 
first waked up Grant’s fellow citizen and fa- 
vorite, Mr. Seward, and had the finger of 
scorn pointed at him for “official pecula- 
tions, torgeries and false entries.’’ He ac- 
cused his (Mosby’s) predecessor in office of 
retaining and exacting illegal fees, and 
wrote to the department of state to make the 
delinquent ‘‘stand and deliverthem.”’ But 
the department of state wrote Consul Mosby 
that it was all right, ‘‘such fees were cust>m-_ 
ary.’’ 

Some time afterwards the department ad- 
dressed a ‘‘note’’ to the consul at Hong Kong, 
directing that ceriain fees be accounted for 
and turned into the treasury of the United 
States. This Colonel Mosby peremptorily re- 
fused to do. His predecessor was permitted 
to retain the specified fees ‘‘as customary,’’ 
and what was ‘sauce for the goose was sauce 
for the gander!’’ ‘The independent, and sar- 
castic way in which the Hong Kong consul! 
addressed the secretary of state Was 4 sore 
point with Mr. Evarts; in fact he considered 
his ‘‘notes’’ as contemptuous and scurrilous, 
and wouid never make any response, always 
sending them over to the attorney general on 
the pretext that they “contained legal ques- 
tions.’’ 

ANXIOUS EVARTS. 

For this procedure the secretary of state 
had three reasons. First—He didn’t wish to 
have any correspondence with a man who 
sloshed bis pen around ashe did his sword, 
right and lett, regardless of whom he hit. 
Second—Mr. Evarts wanted to get the ‘‘notes’’ 
out of the department and thus avoid their 
publication iu bis annual volume of diplo- 
matic correspondence, and his being laughed 
atin consequence.

ANXIOUS TO RETURN. 

Towards the close of Mr. Haye’s so-called 
administration, Colonel Mosby was anxious 
to return on leave and wrote a respectful re- 
juest to the secretary of state for permission 
to come home, which the secretary as po 
litely refused to grant.

His fraudulency 
thereupon wrote a request or ofder to the de- 
partment to give ‘‘Consul Mosby leave of ab- 
sence for the purpose of getting married.” 
This leaked out, and the lady with whom 
Colonel Mosby corresponded was inquired of 
if this was true. replied that “he was 
not coming home to marry her.’ 

MAHONE’S APPEARANCE, 

In the meantime, the state department 
cabled him a dispatch that leave of absence 
was granted, “if he desired to get married,” 
words to that effect. This made Mosby 
very mad, andon the strength of it be wrote 
au insulting letter to his Virginia friends f@& 
making such a request, as it was uncalled for, 
and pitched into and lampooned Secretary 
Evarts for impertinence and unwarrantabie 
interference in his private affairs. The staid 
secretary considered the colonel’s ‘‘note’’ 
oifensive —one that could only emanate from 
a political bulldozing official—and thought it 
unprecedented that a secretary of state was 
lebarred the luxury of instantly removing 
the offender.

MONTEZUMA YEARS AGO. 


THE SCENES OF THIRTY YEARS 
NARRATED BY AN OBSERVER, 


A Rattlesnake Under “the Kiver”’—The First Store 
and an O!d Railroad Ticket Office— Migrations 
From Traveler’s Rest—A Story Brought 
Back From Worth County, E:c. 


From the Montezuma Weekly. 

Among the first houses erected was a small 
business house on the lot where Mrs. Love- 
joy now resides. This ®ouse was built by 
N. C. Waterer,in which he opened a con- 
fectionery. He also built a small house 
in rear, on the same lot which he occupied 
as a dwelling; this house may yet be stand- 
ing. About the same time, one Lemuel 
Webb erected a house in the rear of the 
John Oliver store house, though some dis- 
tance from it, near the old river rvad. 
This bouse was buiit by planting posts in 
the ground, and weatherboarded with rough- 
edged plank. While Webb was living in 
this house a large rattlesnake was one night 
found among some soiled clothes under the 
bed. Adjoining this dwelling, ‘‘Lem’’ Webb, 
also, erected a small house on the same 
plan which he used asa bar ruom.. About 
the same time, a small house which. was 
built by Dr. C. M. Raiford, at Praveler’s Rest, 
which he used as an otfice, was moved to 
Montezuma, and located near a white-oak 
tree in the rear of the Carmichael old store 
house. This house was 9x12 feet, and was 
used by the railroad agent as an office; while 
the depot was being built. Abel Holton, 
was attending to the business fur John T. 
Brown who was agent. About the same time, 
the old hotel, occupied for many years by 
Mrs, Crutchfield, and the store 
house now occupied by D._ Kelsoe, 
were erected. These twuv houses were 
built by Cicero Young and ‘sam _ Fel- 
ton. The first dry good store was occupied by 
Holton and Oiiff, who removed their stack 
from Travelers’ Rest, and opened in the Kel 
see store bouse. The next house is known as 
the old ‘*‘Manly store house,’’ was moved 
from ‘Travelers’ Rest, and put up alittie 
south of the Kelsoe house, the Carmichael 
store now stands between the two. This 
house was occupied in the fall and winter by 
James G. Giiver, as a bar room. The new 
hotel was occupied by Mrs. Ripley, from 
Hawkinsville. This was about the status of 
Montezuma, at the close of the year 1851. 

BEGINNING A NEW YEAR 

In the Opening of the year, 1852, Holton 
and Oliff, having removed their store house 
from Trave.ler’s Rest, and put it up son the 
lot where now stands the brick store of Lewis 
& Minor; this was occupied by James C, Oli- 
ver, and Jonn A. Shine, as grovers. Holton 
& Oliff baving built a large. commodious 
store house,northof the‘railroad. Shortly after 
moving into their new house, the house and 
theirentire stock was consumed by fire. John 
T. Brown bad also erected a store house ad- 
jointing Holton & Oiiffson the north side, 
which was alsocunsumed at the same time 
year, «W. 8S. fruluck 
and brother, moved their stock from 
Travelers’ Rest, and occupied the old Manly 
score house. ‘They also built a store hou-e 
opposite the Kel-soe house, on the east side of 
the street, into which they moved in July.

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HOW NOT TO DO IT. 

The difference between two bills 
illustrated in the two political assessment 
bills now before the senate. Mr. bill 
makes it unlawful for any officer or employe 
of the government to contribute 
for political purposes to any person, 
tee or fund. This bill would put an end to 
the scandalous and demoralizing evil of po- 
liticalassessments. But the bill reported by Mr. 
Edmunds, of the senate judiciary committee, 
which passed yesterday, is a very different 
kindofa bill. It isa bill that purports to pro- 
hibit political assessments, and yet renders a 
continuance of the evil easy and convenient. 
Itis the kind of prehibition that does not 
prohibit. It simply renders it unwise to fill 
up political committees with employes of 
the government. Under the Edmunds bill 
a person not an employe can collect assess- 
ments as freely as Jay Hubbell did last fall. 
The money must, it is true, change hands 
outside of the public offices, but there 
is no other real obstacle embraced in the Ed- 
munds bill tothe free and full accumula- 
tion of future corruption funds, It may be 
that the Edmunds bill is all that the. courts 
will uphold, but as that decision was placed up- 
on the broad ground that the congress has the 
power to make all regulations necessary to 
the efficiency of the public sefvice, it seems 
that congress should at least give the courts a 
chance to pass upon a measure that would 
crush Hubbeilism at once. The 
Edmunds bill is of no practical yalue, except 
as it promotes a public sentiment against po- 
litical assessments. It will stop no assess- 
ments that the heads of the department work 
at. It will not interfere with the collection 
of any tax that the party desires to levy upon 
the places it holds as a part of its organization 
and spoils programme. The Edmunds bill 
is valuable as a mere expression of opinion, 
but it does not mean business, which is the 
strong point of the Beck bill.

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MANUFACTURING ALUMINA 
Birmingham Correspondent London News. 

An invention which it is believed will effect im- 
portant changes in the metal trade, not only in this 
country but throughout the world, has recently 
been patented in Great Britain, and most 
countries, and is now being sold as an article of 
commerce. The invention consists of a new meth- 
od of manufacturing alumina by which nine-tenth, 
of the prese nt cost are saved, while itcan be made 
in immense quantities iu the course of a few days, 
instead of requiring nipe mouths to produce it, as 
was formerly the case. Theinventor is Mr. Web- 
ster, of Hollywood, near Birmingham, who has 
becn engaged in experiments since 1851, and only 
succeeded in perfecting his process about twelve 
months ago, after having expended nearly 
£30,000 in the experiments. Prior. to this in- 
vention alumina was only made in France, 
the attempt tointroduce the manufacture into Eng- 
land having failed after the promoters had lost up- 
wards of a miliion .of money. The extent and 
value of the discovery may 


foreign 


be gatherd from the 
fact thata French syneicate have offered no less 
than nearly half a million for the patent rights in 
France alone, and companies in the United States 
have offered £1,000,000 for the rights of manufact- 
ure in America, while the belgians and Ger- 
mans are also negotiating for the purchase for their 
respective countries. ‘ihe ordinary method of 
making alumina is by precipitation, and the cost is 
no less than £1,000 a ton, whereas by Mr. Webster s 
process the cost is reduced to lessthan £100 a ton. 
When converted into alumnium and alloyed with 
copper, tinand other alloys, it produces a bronze 
metal, which is considered to be superior to auy- 
thing in use for ship fittings, steam propellers and 
also for the manufacture of artillery. Although 
it -has only just been placed in the market, 
bronze is in extensive demand by ship- 
builders, and the British government 
are in treaty for a supply of the metal 
to the Royal gun factory at Woolwich. A sci+ntific 
analysis shows that the aluminium bronze has a re- 
sisting power of iorty-two tons per inch, ascom 
pared with twenty-eight for gun metal and thirty 
for Bessemer steel. At the same time it is exceed- 
ingly ductile and tenacious, and when used for 
ships will bend rather than break from the force of 
a collision. The metal is supplied in ingots, rolled 
into sheets or drawn into wire. In its different 
forms it may be used for all purposes for which ! 
rai gst gaan is now employed; also for pen mak- 
ing, nail making, bell founding and even for jew- 
elry. Rings of the aluminium bronze set wifn pre- 
cious stones are in vast demand forthe United 
States, and spoons, knives and forks, dish covers, 
railway carriage door handles, and other articles 
made from the metal arein extensive inquiry in 
this country.

The 
rewards of his beroism were the first Victoria Crose 
given to a person not holding military rank and the 
appointment of assistant commissioner of Oudh, 
where a few weeks laterin company with Captain 
Dawson he stormed,with a handful of native police 
and civilians, the fort of sandela, in which a large 
force of rebels defeated at Lucknow had taken up 
its position. 

Mr. Kavanagh was later appointed registrar of 
Lucknow, and held that office at the time of bis 
death. He went bome on leave Jast spring. but ig 
such ill health that he spent nearly the whole 
his visit in hospital. He was on his way to Ind 
when he died at Gibraltar, and was buried wit 
miiitary honors. Of an old Irish family, “Luck 
now ’ Kavanagh was born in the county of Cork 
He doubtiess has relatives in this country, as hi 
grandfather was compelled to fly to America afte 
Kmmet’s rebellion, in which he had taken an active 
part.

PRESIDENTIAL QUANTITIES. 


A Correspond : at Glves some Washingten Gossip of In 
terest. 


Wasuineton, December 28.—Mr. Lloyd,the 

Washington correspondent of the Tribune, 
has written a very interesting letter on the 
gossip here in regard to the next presidential 
nomination. The letter has a strong drift to- 
ward Secretary Lincoln. The most significant 
part of the letter, in view of the extreme 
friendliness of the Tribune to Mr. Blaine, is 
the announcement that he is nota candidate. 
Of Mr. Blaine, General Sherman and Senator 
Harrison, the letter says: 
It seems to be universally understood that 
Mr. Blaine bas not, for a long time, had any 
idea of allowing his name to be used, in spite 
of the formation of Blaine clubs only the 
other day in Pennsylvania; and his friends 
know that he is taking amuch keener inter: 
est in his business affairs, the arrangement of 
his new home, and his collection of rare en- 
gravings, than in contemporary politics.”’ 

The talk about nominating General Sher- 
man that has been floating about in the news- 
papers has not been altogether idle. Promi- 
nent'republicans have expressed'the opinion 
that, judging from the present outlook, his 
nomination might be astrong one Their ar- 
gument is that the people would have thor 
cugh confidence in his independence and 
honesty, and that his brilliant war record 
might give achance for another Harrison 
‘“‘hurra,’ campaign, while the fact that he had 
never taken any part in politics would bar 
any objection on factional grounds. By the 
time the nominating convention convenes he 
will have settled down into a private citizen 
of St. Louis. He will not be sixty-four, the 
age at which he would be retired by the new 
law, unti] February 8,1884,and so,if he should 
possibly be the next president, would en- 
ter on his dutiesa few weeks after he had 
reached sixty-five. 

There is more talk, however, of havinga 
Harrison campaign with the genuine arciicle 
—that is, with Senator Harrison as the nom- 
inee. It is, perhaps, interesting to know 
that, in spite of his Blaine record, the stal- 
warts speak of him as an acceptable canai- 
date tothem; asa man who has taken no 
part in party disputes, and yet has not kept 
out becatise he was weak or timid. Heseems 
to be generally regarded as a man of ability 
and strongcharacter, wno would make an in- 
dependent president. His Indiana friends 
believe that he will be a very prominent can- 
didate if he continues to make no effort to 
get the ncemination. This he is likely to do, 
as he is said to have reached a point where he 
is no longer williny, to’ be talked to en the 
subject. 

®URGEON OWENS ACQUITTED. 

WASHINGTON, December 28.—A general or- 
der was issued from the navy department 
this afternoon announcing the _ tindings 
of the- court martial in_ the 
of Surgeon Alfred M. Owen, United States 
navy, who was tried on charges of conduct to 
the prejudice of the good orderand discip!ine, 
and of unprofessional conduct, unbecoming a 
medical officer of the navy. Spec fications 
allege that between August 28th and Septem- 
ber 2d, 1882, he repeatedly-advised and urged 
Alfred Hopkins, then captain in the United 
States navy7, and in command of navy yard 
near Pensacola, Florida, at times when the 
yellow -4ever was prevailing in that city, to 
leave his station without being regularly re- 
lieved; well knowing: that Hopkins did not 
haye permissidw from the proper authority to 
so absent himself. The court acquitted 
Surgeon Owens of both charges, but the 
secretary of the navy disapproved of the find- 
ings of the court, and ordered Surgeon Owens 
released from arrest, and thathereturn to his 
station and resume his duties. Secretary 
Chandler holds that the evidence shows that 
Surgeon Owens, in urging and endeavoring to 
shield the unlawful departure of Captain 
Hopkins, acted with full knowledge and de- 
liberate purpose, and should sbare in Hop- 
kin’s punishment. Just before closing the trial 
court asked the accused whether his duties 
were not much increased during the epidemic, 
and if so, towhatextent, and allowed him to 
reply:that they were, and to enlarge upon 
these questions by stating that he had care of 
1,700 people, gratuitously, investigating every 
case of sickness among them, working night 
and day, enforcing quarantine regulations, 
allowing no person to go inor out without 
his written permission; communicating with 
and advising boa d3 of health of neighboring 
cities, and making tothe national board of 
health the earliest report on August 
12th of the appearance of yellow fever 
at Pensacola, and also permitted him to in- 
troduce letters and telegrams showing that 
he offered to leave the yard and goto the as- 
sistance of the sick and destitute in the city 
of Pensacola, for which offer he received the 
thanks of the Pensacola board of health, 
which desires that the high esteem in which 
they held him should be made known in 
Washington, and the court thereupon ac- 
quitted the accused on both charges. 

THE DISTRICT TAX ACT. 

WASHINGTON, December 28.-—The first 
comptroller of the treasury has made an 
elaborate opinion to the secretary. of treas- 
ury in regard to the twelfth section of the act 
of June 7, 1802, known as the ‘‘district tax 
act.’ The inquiry came from South Carolina 
and was in substance whether, this act makes 
an appropriation under which any of the 
statesfof the union can claim payment of 
money therein specified to be paid to the 
several states respectively, proclaimed in in- 
surrection, on conditions therein prescribed. 
Judge Lawrence bolds that it isentirely clear 
that this section does not make an appropria- 
tion of any money; or in ether words, it doc- 
not without the aid of a separate appropria- 
tion act, authorize any money to be paid to 
any state or tothe governor of any. But if 
this difficulty were removed, and if the 12th 
section of the act referred to could be con- 
strued as ap appropriation act, no payment 
could be made by the secretary to any state 
under its provisions, for the reason that the 
conditions precedent therein required to au- 
thorize payment have not been 
in any particular;complied wifh.

What: Has Been Developed in the Matter of the Lost 
Court Keeords. 

The robbery of tne office of the clerk of the supe 
rior court has created an amount of interest and 
excitement unequaled since the murder of the De-

Why they should have overlooked the books 
that were not locked up,and why they should have 
opened both safes simply to stenl booksof record is 
a mystery that future develonme ts alone ean 
solve. If an ordinarv burg!ar had gone into the 
office tosteal he would doubtle-s have taken thate 
which was most convenientand would have lost 
no more time than was necessa y. The whole affuir 
was executed in such a mysterious manner and 
with such success so far that there can be no doust 
that the burglarsknew whatthey wereabout.either 
from a personal acqnaintance with the safes or by 
professianal expertuess. Itisa fact thatthe safes 
were bought for their fire proof, and net their burg- 
lar proof, qualities, and tha: fact aided thé thieves 
in their work, as less work was therefore required 
to effect an entrance. 
THE INVESTIGATION OF THE CASE. 

Out of all the 1uinerous theories there are but 
few fixed opinions concerning the robbery. As soon 
as a man's mind is made up anothertheory is ad 
va:.ced that is quite as plapsible as his own. and 
accordingly his belief is shattered and other 
theories divide his judgment. There are a great 
many people who believe that the books were 
stolen during the daytime. A few of the older de- 
tectives have theories that they are workiuy bit 
the pnblic as a general thing is ina waiver between 
the different ideas, and ix slew to fix upon any 
theory with a degree of unanimity. The detectives 
Were busy yesterday and may haveaclue, but suca 
isnotknown. Nearly every theory has men en- 
gaged upon it, and if a multiplicity of detectives 
and thoiough and genera) interest can accom plish 
auything, the records will be fortheoming. But 
yesterday's Wo.n showed 0 progre-s and if anv- 
thing was discovered the detectives have kept their 
information to themselves. One thing is certain, 
and that is, that they not made 
any arrests Yesterday Mr. Ed Thomas 
was on what he considered a “hot trail,’’ and he 
intended to ‘‘work it,’’ but a premature announce- 
mentof bis plans of course frustrated his object, 
and he has abandoned the chase. Mr. Par« Wood- 
ward suid yesterday: 

‘We intend to exhaust every means possible to 
seciire a return of the books. Certainly it seems 
that we have offered enough.” 

‘“Doyou keep ali the books in the safes?” 

“No. There isnot room for more than half of 

There are not less than eighty-five books now 
in the office that cannot be gotten into the safes.’’ 

“are the *ooks valuable?’’ 

‘Some of them are more ve luable than the books 
that were Stolen, and com prise every ¢ lass of books 
of record from deeds down. Besides that there are 
thousands and thousands of papers of a most im- 
portant character that are notso much as under 
lock and key. Itis strange tome that toe burelars 
should have passed over all these books aiid papers 
to steal books from the saf.s”’ 

BEPTERK PROTECTION, 

The city hall buildivg is vow guarded at night by 
a policeman und on yesterday the locks on the tWo 
safes were changed aud new combinations arrang 
ed, Only three persous know the new combinations 
while the old ones were known to probably not less 
than a dozen persons. While this is very proper 
and insures better protection to the public reeords 
there is still room for much improvement, and that 
improvement will come with the removal into the 
new court house where there will be p’enty of 
vault room as well as fire proof offices. The old city 
hall is not a safe building by any means sud more 
than once hascome near being vurned down § Ifit 
were to go it would find out of the two large irou 
safes enough material of value to ruin Jtlanta and 
Fultoneounty. It will be a source of gratification 
tothe people wheua the county officers are. put 
into their new quarters In the meantime the inter- 
est in the robbery has rot: eased.
